Washington. March SO.—Tiie 
fol- 


lowing report, mnilc by Ailmlral To- 
go respecting the second attempt to 
boltlo up tho Port Artiiur squadron, 
was received last night by the Jap- 
anese minister: 


"About 3:"0 a. m. of the 27th of 


March 
the 'bottling up squadron,' 


composed of four ships, escorted by 
a torpedo beat destroyer flotilla and 
torpe.lo boat flotilla, reached outside 
of Port Arthur, and without minding 
the searchlights of the enemy, steel- 
ed straight toward the entrance of 
the harbor. 
At about two marine 


leagues from the'entrance the 'bot- 
tling up squadron* was discovered 
by the enemy. Thereupon the shore 
iTattorles and guatnl ships showered 
hot fires upon the squadron, but In 
spite of the "terrific fire tho ships 
mn-Je their way Into the Inner road- 
stead, one after the other. 


Russian advance south IB Improbable, 
as It would he dangerous, but the 
Russians may bo able to delay tho 
Japanese advance. Thero la a feel- 
ing «f uncertainty here.

squadron' had been taken In anil our 
beats withdrew to the outside of the 
harbor, a ship, which appeared like 
one of the enemy's, was seen at the 
foot of the Golden frill, utterly Incap- 
able of navigation. 


"Although both our destroyer flotil- 


la were subjected to terrific tiring 
from tho enemy until the dawn, not 
the slightest damage was done to 
any of the boats."

arrived nn hour later, ar 
in view of 


tho suporlorlty of the enemy Gen. 
Mlohtchcnho determined to retire, do-

BO without embarrassment, al- 


though ho carried, with him three 
killed and sixteen wounded. 


Gen. MIshtchenko's Cusnicks have 


been endeavoring for some days to 
come In contact with the Japanese pa- 
trols, but the latter refused the com- 
bat. 


Tho skirmish will hnvo tho effect 


of encouraging the Russians to retard 
as much as possible, the advance of 
tho Japanese army. 


Kouropatkln's Dispatch. 


Gen. Kouropatkln's report la us fol- 


lows: 


"I havo the honor to respectfully 


communicate to your majesty the re- 
port 
of 
Gen. 
Mltditchcnkn. dated 


March 28, nt 10 p. m., which says: 
" 'For three consecutive days our 


small outposts attempted tci draw the 
Japanese cavalry Into action, hut their 
patrols, after contact was established, 
retired beyond Clinngju (about fifty 
miles northwest of Plngyang). 


"'Having learned that four squad- 


rons of the enemy were punted live 
vcrats (about three and a'third mile's) 
iioyond Chongju on March 27, six com- 
panion marched toward Knann, and on 
March 28 reached Choi-.gju nt 10:30 
a. m. 
As soon as our scouts 
ap- 


iroached the town the enemy opened 
flrp from beyond the wnll. Two squad- 
rons promptly dismounted and occii- 
lied tho heights, (ilio yards distant. An 
engagement ensued.

:ry and a squadron of cavalry were 
ylng In ambuah. Our men wore re- 
nforced by three companies and at- 
aclicd the Japanese with a cross fire.

RULING FOR SENATE 


Secretary Hitchcock Defines the Baal* 


for Action by Bureau In Regard 


to the Age Limit. 


Washington, March 
SO.—Secretary 


of the Interior Hitchcock, In a com- 
munication to the senate, gives It as 
his belief that it clearly was within 
the province of Pension Commissioner 
Ware to Issue his order of March 15 
relative to pensions of Union soldiers, 
and further states Hint the additional 
cost to the government by reason of 
this order will not exceed $5,400,000. 


"Disability, partial or complete, to 


perform 
manual labor 
Is tho sole 


measure of the right to a pension un- 
der this act of June 27. 1890," says 
the secretary. "The element of man- 
ual labor is fundamental." 


Continuing, tho secretary 
says: 


"The order In question merely lay.i 
down, as a convenient rule of deci- 
sion and a rebultnble presumption of 
fact, that ono who Is otherwise en- 
titled, and Is 02 years of age. Is par- 
tially disabled from earning n liveli- 
hood by his hands; that one who Is 6f> 
Is more disabled for manual work; 
that one who Is liS Is In a still greater 
degree Incapable of earning a suppoit 
by manual labor, and that one of 70 
Is completely disabled in this regard. 
Certainly such a presumption Is Justi- 
fied by general experience In actual 
Ma."

FLOOD DAMAGES 


REACH MILLIONS 


Loss in Michigan and Indiana Mounts Each 


Day to Higher Figures. 


MANY PERSONS 
FORFEIT LIVES 


Reports Show That the Death List Is Being Increased— 


Five Victims in Michigan—Gas Plant 


Has Closed Down. 


Chicago. March 30.—With bridges 


swept away, the levul ot rivers far 
abovo the danger point and titlll ris- 
ing, gas mains flooded and 
towns 


plunged In darkness, and all Interurb- 
an communication cut off, making the 
transmission of malls and supplies 
Impossible, fresh horror, was added 
Tuesday to tl.e desperate situation In 
the Inundated districts of Indiana and 
Michigan. Reports from tho most se- 
riously affcp'.rfd sections of the states 
Indicated no abatement In tho sever- 
ity of the floods, which are causing 
Inestimable damago through 
every 


river valley In the two states. 


Another life was added 
to 
the 


flood's toll of death In Indiana when 
Joseph Dillon, superintendent of con- 
struction on the $70,000 bridge In 
course of erection at Mtalmwaka, was 
drowned In the swirling current of the 
SLJosephrivor. Dillon was. aboard 


tho largo manufacturing plats-'have 
been forced to close. The electric 
light and power plant was In danger 
while It was feared that several of the 
city bridges would be carried away. 
Every possible precaution Is being 
taken to prevent tho breaking of the 
levees, which alone avert the com- 
plete Inundation of the city. 


Gas Supply Falls. 


To the horror of thu f.ood situation 


at Grand Rapids, Mich., was added tho 
failure of tho gas supply. As gas Is' 
extensively used for cooking and heat- 
ing Innhe section of the city most 
seriously affected by the flood the suf- 
fering of the victims was greatly ag- 
gravated. 
Much apprehension Is felt 


for tho safety of hundreds of houses 
In the inundated sections of the city.

Justice David Brewer Says That Re- 


spect for the Law Is the Only 


Hope for Municipalities,

David J. Brewer of the Unltod States 
supremo court. In an ml dress last 
evening In the 
Auditorium, to bo 


essential to tho preservation of Am 
crlran municipal government. 


The justice pointed out some of tho 


worst evils that are 'undermining mn 
niclpalltics and suggested 
remedies 


His subject was, "Obedience to Law 
the First Civic Duty." 


Position of Republic at Stake 


"Tho republic can' hope to maintain 


Its hitherto growing (position in the 
family of nations only as It shows 
Itself competent to master the life 
of Its municipalities and rollovo them 
from tho corruption and evil Influenc 
cs which arc so abundant therein,' 
said tho Justice. 
"Indeed, many o 


our most thoughtful students of na 
tlonal Ilfo do not hesitate to nfllru 
that Its great problem IK tho estali- 
llshmcnt of a purer and more hon 
cst city life. 


"Many disinterested persons

that the dark conditions of that life 
aro evidences that popular 
govern 


ment and free suffrage arc failures 
They point to the conceded fact thn 
"Washington is tho best governed clt;, 
on the continent, the most freo from

TALK TO LOWEL 
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HAYHAS NO WISHTO INTERFERE 


Secretary of State Will Not Protest to 


Czar's Ministers Unless It Should 
Become 
Absolutely 
Necessary to 


Protect the Country's Interests. 


Washington. March 30.—The action 


of Russia In declaring ninrtlal law at 
New Chwang. the Mnnchoorlan treaty 
port, and Informing the foreign Con- 
suls that they may no longer oxer- 
clso consular Jurisdiction nor 
their 


consular functions, may load to moat 
serious complications, although the 
State Department will move with the 
utmost circumspection In trying to 
keep out of any Imbroglio which Is not 
absolutely necessary. 


Secretary Hay has reccli'cd a cabled 


report from Minister Conger at 1'eUln 
of the declaration of martial law and 
of the notification thereof, which had 
been given the foreign residents, but 
no mention was made of the hauling 
do,wn of the American and British 
flags by the Russian military, or of 
the notice to the Consuls. 


Will Try to Avoid Trouble. 


Conservative.officials here say the 


action of Russia means that she has 
assumed responsibility for the protec- 
tion of foreign property and that no In- 
terference will be made with the Hags 
over the consulates. Others, however, 
declare that the action of Alcxleff has 
a much deeper significance, and may 
lead to complications with both Amen 
lea and Great Britain which will be 
far reaching In their effect. 


However this may be, the Stato De- 


partment will take no action nor lodge 
any protest without much deliberation. 
Such action might give the Impression 
that the United States was trying to 
inject Itself Into the struggle, which 
It has no Intention of doing unless 
there Is an absolute necessity for do- 
ins so. 


Sets New Precedent. 


It Is stated that the present Inten- 


tion Is to let matters go for a time In 
order to allow actual experience to de- 
termine whether American Interests 
really suffer from any of the actions 
of the belligerents In Manchoorla as a 
result of the .various notices nnd proc- 
lamations. 
Part of this policy Is to 


refrain from forcing to their posts the. 
Consuls recently appointed to Muk- 
den and Antung. 


The Consuls at Now Chwang exor- 


clso their power under treaty stipula- 
tion with a sovereign power which Is 
not a party to the war. 
This Is one 


of the reasons that Russia's notice 
may lead to complications.

is that no one can recall or find a
